G.S.R. 961.-—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 9 of the Sea Cus¬ 
toms Act, 1878 (8 of 1878), the Central Board of Revenue hereby makes the fol¬ 
lowing rules to amend the rules published with the Notification of the Commis¬ 
sioner of Customs, Salt, Opium and Abkari, Bombay No. 3120. dated the 9th May, 
1911 prescribing and limiting the powers and duties of the Additional Collectors 
of Customs at the ports of Bombay and Calcutta. 

1. There shall be two Additional Collectors of Customs each at Bombay and 
Calcutta who shall be designated as:— 

(a) Additional Collector of Customs (Preventive); and 

(b) Additional Collector of Customs (Appraising). 

2. (i) The Additional Collector of Customs (Preventive) at Bombay will be in 
charge of the departments of the Custom House mentioned below: 

(a) Preventive, 

(b) Import and Bond, 

(c) Coasting Trade Establishment, 

(d) Manifest Clearance, 

(e) Cash and Accounts, and 

(f) Statistics and Records. 

(iij The Additional Collector of Customs (Preventive) at Calcutta will be In 
charge of the departments of the Custom House mentioned below: 

(a) Preventive, 

(b) Import and Bond, 

(c) Manifest Clearance, 

(d) Cash and Accounts, 

(e) Statistics and Records, 

(f) Export, and 

(g) Drawback. 

3. (i) The Additional Collector (Appraising) at Bombay will be in charge oT 
the departments of the Custom House mentioned below: 

(a) Appraising, including Air Unit, Postal Appraising, Refunds and Goverjy- 
ment Stores,

(c) Drawback. 

(Ij) The Additional Collector (Appraising) at Calcutta will be in charge of 
the departments of the Custom House mentioned below:— 

Appraising, including Air Unit, Postal Appraising, Refunds and Govern¬ 
ment Stores. 

4. Appeals against the orders of the Additional Collectors shall lie to the 
Central Board of Revenue. 

5. The notification of the Central Board of Revenue No. 88-Customs, dated the 
28th July, 1961, is hereby rescinded.
